Tile other day vve quoted 
the 
profits 
and 
losses in business for the twenty years ending in 
l o tz. 
This might be regarded as a non-favor- 
able picture for the reason that 1930, 1031 and 
103* were had years. 
The profits of business, 
however, even excluding these years, are not 
what the average person believes they are. 
The figures for the twenty years ending In 
I 
i 
show that the total profits in business for 
thc>e Twenty years amounted, in round num­ 
bers, to $ I oa,000.000,000. 
The losses for the 
same 
period 
amounted 
to 
$ 198.000.000.000. 
This would make a net total loss, for all busi­ 
ness, for the 
twenty years 
ending 
1929, of 
Sd,000.000.000. 
These figures are taken from Robert Diane** 
book. The Measurement of American W ealth. 
It is true of cottrse that some people make 
very large profits but evidently for every dollar 
that is made, Rome other business loses about 
$1.03. 
These losses are made tip by private savings. 
The figures show that by the law of average, 
it is more profitable to loan money than it is 
to be in business and take the risks. 
This is 
true, of course, only provided that in the loan­ 
ing of money, the lender is repaid in dollars} 
of equal value. 
The inflation, of course, will 
make it so that it will not be profitable t o 1 
loan money and maw even be a loss to loan 
money if the inflation per year amounts to 
more than the interest. 
During the last three; 
years, the inflation ha# amounted to atamt lo 
per cent per year so that the man who received 
5 per cent interest on his money is net 15 per 
cent poorer than he was three years ago, on 
his lending.
